The 
edges of the silver were then touched round 
with a solution of borax and water, and 
when dry, the bar or ingot was ready for 
the plating furnace. Heat was applied in 
a reverberatory furnace until the silver was 
seen to flow, when it was removed, taken 
apart, gradually cooled and the bar of mixed 
metal and silver was placed in a strong 
pickle, after which it was well scoured. 
After being rinsed and dried it was sent 
to the rollers and rolled cold, during which 
process it required frequent annealing to 
prevent its becoming brittle The sheet, 
when of the required thickness, was cut 
up into the shape suitable for the article 
to be made, the edges or parts being joined 
together at a moderate heat with solder. 

It frequently happened that the union of 
the silver and the metal was not sound 
throughout, the silver not having adhered 
at some minute spot on the ingot. This 
spot would be enlarged by rolling, forming 
a blister of from half an inch to an inch in 
diameter. Such a blister, if unbroken, was 
readily removed by a process known as 
French-plating, the blister being simply 
pricked to let the imprisoned air out and 
the part heated; the silver was then rubbed 
with a steel burnish, after which it easily 
adhered to the base metal. Should the blis-

posed to accept the new proposition of 
the employers, but the leaders have found 
that there is a deep opposition among the 
members who have heretofore been con 
sidered the most adverse to strikes in gen- 
eral. This opposition comes from the mar 
ried men and fathers of families who claim 
that their livelihood is menaced, becaus« 
the admission of 750 apprentices now will 
mean that within a year or two a number 
of older workers will be dropped and re 
placed by young men, and this will apply 
even to men whose eyes are still good 
and hands are still capable of producing 
good work. Thus it is that the older ele 
ment of the workers who have heretofor« 
been the conservatives in the organization 
are now the extremists in the fight, and 
prefer a strike or lockout to a calm sub 
mission to the agreement that the 750 ap 
prentices be admitted.

Successfully Works “Next 
Room” Trick. 

A robbery of the character that has fre- 
quently been practiced on jewelers during 
the past few months, occurred March 1, 
when Henry Lewis, one of the employes 
of the Casperfeld & Cleveland Co., retail 
jewelers,7144 Bowery, New York, was 
swindled out of about $250 worth of dia- 
mond jewelry by a_ smooth talking 
stranger who represented himself as 
Charles Marx, and who on another occa- 
sion gave his name as Russell. The swin- 
dle has all the earmarks of the old and 
well known “next room” trick, although 
in this instance it happened to be prac- 
ticed in a more artistic and aristocratic 
manner than any of the others that had 
preceded it. 

Marx had purchased from the jewelry 
firm during the month of February up 
wards of $700 worth of jewelry, and was 
a frequent visitor at the jeweiry store. He 
appeared to be well up in the knowledge 
of gems, and was especially versed in dia- 
monds. Ostensibly he was a soap and per- 
fumery salesman, although his manner and 
the lavish way in which he purchased jewelry 
indicated that he must have been of the 
advertising sort who make sales in much 
the same manner as a clever salesman 
for a champagne house is said to operate. 
He called on the jewelers March 1 and 
said that he wanted to buy a birthday pres 
ent for his wife. He made a careful se 
lection from a number of pieces that were 
shown him, and finally laid aside several 
pieces valued in the aggregate at about 
$250 which he asked to have sent to his 
apartment on Madison Ave 

Mr. Lewis was given the jewelry and 
told to accompany the man to his home. 
After they had left the store the stranger 
suggested that as it was near the noon 
hour they should drop in at the Waldorf 
Astoria hotel, where he frequently went, 
and have lunch. Lewis acquiesced since he 
had the jewelry in his possession and felt 
perfectly secure with the man. After en 
joying a good lunch at the stranger’s ex- 
pense the two proceeded uptown and fin 


| ally arrived at a pretentious apartment 
house which they entered. The stranger 


opened a door in one of the apartments 
and the two proceeded to get down to 
business After minutely examining the 
jewelry again the stranger asked permis

sion of Lewis to take the goods into the 
“next room” to show his wife. Lewis con- 
sented, and the stranger took the goods 
into the next room; since that time the 
man has not been seen and the police have 
not been able to locate him 

After waiting a short time Lewis be- 
came impatient and began an investiga- 
tion. He walked through the apartment 
and encountered a woman who said she 
was the proprietor of the place, and had 
rented a room to the man who gave the 
name of Russell a few days before. She 
knew nothing about Russell’s antecedents, 
she said. The jewelry clerk then went 
down to the street in time to catch a 
glimpse of a man whom he took to be 
Marx, and whom he pursued for some dis- 
tance in vain. He finally lost sight of the 
thief and gave up the chase 

It was not more than six weeks ago that 
THE CIRCULAR-WEEKLY published an exten- 
sive account of a man who successfully 
practiced this same method of swindling, 
and jewelers all over the country have suf 
fered very heavily by his and others’ op 
erations. One man whose general appear 
ance indicated that he was a butcher, and 
who evidently lacked education, was suc 
cessful enough in the “next room” game 
to swindle jewelers from Pittsburg, Pa., to 
New Haven, Conn., and as far as known he 
is still at large, although he came very near 
being captured on several occasions. The 
accounts were published and retail jewel- 
ers were warned through this journal. 
That the man who robbed the Casperfeld 
& Cleveland Co. may be recognized a com- 
plete description was obtained from that 
firm Saturday by a CrrcULAR-WEEKLY re 
porter. He is about 40 years old, weighs 
ibout 185 pounds, and is five feet three 
inches tall. He has an abrupt, decisive 
way ahout him and a somewhat nervous 
manner. One of his most characteristic 
niannerisms is throwing back his head 
and allowing his gaze to wander upward 
over the ceiling. While in this attitude he 
appears to be in deep thought, and a close 
scrutiny of his face on these occasions re 
veals the fact that he has false teeth, the 
bridge containing which can be readily 
een in his partly opened mouth. His face 
is angular and thin and his nose is very 
prominent. He has a loud voice, small 
hands and feet and is a Hebrew.

Exvoin, Il., Mar. 3.—There is considerable

recently filed at Chicago by the attorneys 
for the Elgin National Watch Co. in a suit 
brought by this concern against Theodore 

O. Loveland, Jas. L. Records and Charles 

W. Harrison, of lowa City, la. The action 

is brought by the watch company to restrain 

the defendants and others who may be asso- 
ciated with them from selling watches under 
the name of “Elgin,” or stamping them EI 
gin 

According to the complaint of the watch 
company, the defendants, after securing a 
watch factory at Iowa City, applied, Feb. 
25, 1903, to the Secretary of State for a 
license to form a corporation under the style 
of the Elgin Jewelry Co., with a capital 
stock of $25,000. 

Their petition recited that the principal 
office was in Elgin, Ill. The complaint goes 
to state that the company never filed 
articles of incorporation with the recorder 
of the State of Illinois, and that as far as 
the Elgin office is concerned, it consisted of 
little more than desk room in charge of a 
young girl clerk. The complainant com 
pany claims that all mail addressed to the 
Elgin Jewelry Co. at Elgin, IIL, was for- 
warded either to lowa City or Chicago. The 
complainant then goes on to allege that the 
defendants selected the Elgin, not for the 
purpose of designating the location of their 
but for the purpose of trading 
upon the good will which has been given to 
that name by the Elgin National Watch Co. 
It claims that the jewelry company has used 
the name Elgin on all products of its fac 
tory, and that many of these have been 
bought by the public under the impression 
that they were buying the product of the 
complainant 

The watch company asks damages which

“How a Credit System Should Be Conducted.” 








(Continued from issue of March 2.) 
HE question, therefore—how to conduct 
a better and safer credit system—makes 
it imperative for us to adopt such methods 
as are practicable and feasible, and which 
will check the reckless which has 
been and is at present given to the trade. 
Our present bankruptcy law, although an 
improvement over the old laws, is still in- 
adequate to protect satisfactorily the inter- 
ests of the creditors against the unneces- 
sary losses caused by the many insolvent 
firms. The trade has many reasons to be- 
lieve that the additional and excessive 
amount of credit was given in view of the 
belief that the present bankruptcy law justi- 
fied us in doing so. But on the contrary, 
our expectaticn has not been realized. Our 
have not decreased, and many 
fraudulent failures continue to occur, not- 
withstanding the operation of this law.

To eliminate some of the defects of our 
credit system we must go to the root of 
the causes which have led us to give ex- 
amount of credit and which have 
resulted in such disastrous losses. We have 
endeavored to expose in another part of 
this article some of ovr chief faults to 
which we can attribute many of the fail- 
ures which have occurred. We will try to 
suggest such remedies which it may be

neglect to follow instructions would mean 
his dismissal.

INTRODUCTION. 


SLATER. 


HE adjusting and prescribing cf lenses 
being the refractionist’s chief work, 
is essential that he have a thorough knowl- 
edge of their action on rays of light as well 
as the laws by which their adjustment is 
governed. To the student, the elementary 
principles of optics seem dry and uninter- 
esting, and for this reason he does not give 
it the attention which it deserves. He is 
content to learn that a Jens of certain curva- 
ture will change the direction of a ray pass- 
ing through it, but if asked why this is a 
fact, he is at a standstill. A thorough ele- 
mentary knowledge is the only basis upon 
which may be built a thorough optical edu- 
cation, and with this conviction in view the 
writer has given special attention to light 
and to the action which a lens has upon a 
ray or rays of light. This article, as a 
whole, will thoroughly cover the subject of 
lenses, their neutralization, transposition, 
etc., and if it but be of some little assistance 
to the refractionist, its aim will have been 
realized. 
LIGHT. 


Light is energy which is thrown from 
luminous bodies, in all directions. Light is 
invisible, but renders visible any object in 
its path. Thus in order that an object be 
visible to a person it must be so placed that 
the rays from a luminous body may fall 
upon it and be reflected from it to the 
retina, 

A luminous body i 
light. 

An illuminated body is one which reflects 
light. 

A ray is the smallest amount of light that 
it is possible for the eye to perceive. 

A beam is a collection of rays traveling 
parallel. 

A pencil is a collection of rays traveling 
towards a certain point. 

Rays of light from a luminous body are 
equally thrown off in all directions. This 
may be shown by placing a lamp in the cen- 
ter of a square room, when all walls will 
be equally illuminated. 

Ether is the name which has been given 
to the subtle fluid which fills all space. 

The wave theory of light, is that the en- 
ergy which is given off from luminous 
bodies by radiation, imparts to the ether a 
wave motion, to which the retina is sensi- 
tive

CHAPTER I. 
REFLECTION. 

Reflection is the bending back of a ray 
or rays of light. 

A ray of light coming into contact with 
a reflecting medium is called the incident 
ray. 

After the ray has been bent back from 
the reflecting medium it is called the re- 
flected ray. 

Rule 1—The angle at which the reflected 
ray is reflected is always equal to the angle 
at which the incident ray comes into con- 
tact with the reflecting medium. 

Rule I11—The incident ray and the re- 
flected ray are both in a plane perpendicular 
to the reflecting medium,

In Fig. 1 is shown an incident ray A, 
coming from its source B. Striking against 
the surface of the reflecting medium per- 
pendicularly is reflected straight back to 
its source B. In Fig. 2 is shown an inci- 
dent ray A, coming from its source B 
(D is a line drawn perpendicular to the 
surface of the medium C.) Striking against 
the surface of the medium C, it is reflected 
from this surface to the joint E, at the same 
angle at which it came against it. Thus 
the angle E C D is equal to the angle 
BC Pp. 

A curved surface may be looked upon as 
composed of a great number of small planes, 
hence the two rules which govern reflection 
of plane surfaces are also applicable to the 
reflection of regularly curved surfaces 

In considering the manner in which a 
concave reflecting surface acts upon rays of 
light coming into contact with it, we will 
draw the attention of the student to Figs. 3 
and 4. Fig. 3 represents a sphere, the cen 
ter of which is at A. B, C and D are 
straight lines drawn from the circumference 
to the center and represent the radti of the 
sphere. E F then represents a concave 
mirror. At a joint G, situated half way 
between E and F is located what is known 
as the vertex of the mirror. The principle 
axis of the mirror is represented by the line
